At the committee of the 
whole meeting Monday ni- 
ght, Mayor Dick Plain 
pointed out some of the 
advantages of going for city 
status and complained of 
frustrations, frustrations 
which he hoped would be 
eliminated if St. Albert 
achieved higher rank relating 
to its size. 

Referring to dealings with 
higher levels of government 
on major issues affecting St. 
Albert, the mayor said, ‘‘It 
takes hours of time to get 
through - areas one quarter 
our size get the attention we 
deserve.”’

Mayor Plain added that he 
was sorry if he showed his 
frustrations. 

Council seemed to take the 
lead from the mayor in the 
discussion which followed. 
Only Councillor Margaret 
Smith begged to differ, cast- 
ing the lone vote against the 
move for city status. 

A study presented to 
council showed that St. 
Albert was something of a 
phenomenon. With a popu- 
lation at the latest count of 
19,418, it comes out as the 
13th largest ‘‘city’’ in the 
three prairie provinces, Al- 
berta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba. St. Albert, the 
study mentions is four times 


Pleasant 
downtown core 


planned 


An update report on the 
concept of a downtown core 
development was presented 
to St. Albert Council Monday 
night. 

Giving the report was 
Denis Christianson of Bittorf 
Holland and Christianson 
Architects Ltd. 

The report calls for a low 
profile downtown core de- 
velopment with room for 
senior citizens accommoda- 
lion, a civic centre, small 
shops and office space. 

Because of poor soil condi- 
tions resulting from a me- 
ander in the Sturgeon River 
at the north-west corner of 
the proposed core, the height 
of any buildings will be 
restricted to three storeys. 

A downtown core seems 10 
have attracted the attention 
of three St. Albert bodies 
according to Mr. Christian- 
son; these were the St. 
Albert and District Chamber 
of Commerce, the senior 
citizens group and the St. 


Albert Historical Society. 

The seniors were app- 
arently intrigued by the fact 
one site for their proposed 
self-contained accommodat- 
ion might be subject to the 
poor soil conditions, but they 
were heartened and enthus- 
iastic that there were better 
alternatives; one was on the 
north bank of the Sturgeon 
River and the other near the 
present seniors recreation 
building. 

A north-south pedestrian 
axis is favoured in the 
downtown core and if the 
civic centre locates there, it 
should be visible from Sir 
Winston Churchill Avenue. 

There seems little chance 
that the downtown develop- 
ment will be flooded out; the 
last flood of note in that area 
of the Sturgeon Valley came 
in 1875. 

A bridge could be located 
over the Sturgeon for north- 
south access.

the size of the largest town in 
Saskatchewan and would 
work out as the fourth largest 
city in Manitoba; the report 
also points out that the 
largest town in Manitoba 
weighs in at 9,000. 

Mayor Plain outlined that 
in terms of benefits and costs 
coming from adjusting St. 
Albert’s status, over a five 
year period, capital outlay 
would be $6.5 million for 
roads and bridges. The 
change in status would cover 
this outlay, while revenue 
would only be $4.8 million if 
St. Albert stayed a town. 

Mayor Plain also pointed 
to reductions in the cost of 
town lots; presently houses 
are in the $65-$85,000 range. 
He wanted a better deal for 
residents of St. Albert so that 
the costs of major-road 
upkeep could be defiected 
from them. 

Sherwood Park, St. Albert 
and Edmonton the mayor 
bracketed as cities each with 
their own goals, persuing 
their own interests. He 
hoped that by establishing a 
high quality city here, a new 
governmental infra-structure 
would be formed which 
would give St. Albert the 
ability to ‘‘jolt’’ the pro- 
vincial government. 

Coun. Smith was directly 
opposed to city status and 
said that the wrong impres- 
sion of rapid expansion 
might be given without 
cleaning up St. Albert's 
problems.

_ Development of Oblate. 
property mulled 


Mayor Dick Plain insisted 
on a tough economic yard- 
stick for a possible develop- 
ment for 3000 people on what 
is known as the Oblates land 
north of McKenney Avenue. 

That land is bounded on 
the east and west by 


Highway Two and Dawson 
Road. 

Murray Jones and Keith 
Driver of Murray V. Jones 
and Associates Ltd., urban 
and regional consultants, 
gave their outline plan to 
council last Monday night for 
the development which 
would see the now empty 
land north of town sprout up 
with nearly 900 residential 
units. 

While Mayor Dick Plain 
appreciated the social ob- 
jectives of the possible 
development he wanted fig- 
ures on the cost and wanted 
reassuring that St. Albert 
would not lose on_ its 
assessment if the develop- 
ment saw the light of day. 

He was assured of this by 
Mr. Jones who said that a 
report wou!ld be given to 
town staff, reminding council 
that the. presentation was no 
formal application. 

Basically the development 
would call for 873 units 
varying from 444 multiple 
family, 99 street-link, 41 
quadrexes, 185 detached 
units 30 semi-detached and 
34 street row. 

Provision has also been 
made for park and school 
areas, with proper pedes- 
trian thoroughfares; provis- 
ion has also been made for 
senior citizen accommoda- 
tion as well as small 
commercial development. 

The intersections in the 
concept plans have also been 


placed in relation to traffic 
density on Highway Two. 

Much of the development 
will be up for grabs on the 
open market, but about 25 
per cent will be socially 
assisted housing, Mr. Jones 
pointed out. 

The concept for the devel- 
opment is known as the 
Cunningham Ridge Urban 
Design Plan. 

Mr. Jones, in answer to a 
question from Councillor 
Frank Lukay, said that while 
he had a natural bias, he 
thought the development 
would look good. Mr. Lukay 
had expressed concern about 
what the development might 
look like to Braeside resi- 
dents. 

Coun. Lukay asked if any 
other compatible develop- 
ment - in the context of 
buffering along the highway 
- could be envisaged for the 
site. Mr. Jones said he knew 
of nothing (else) of a really 
satisfactory nature. All his 
firm could do was to provide 
low buildings which were 
technically the best. 

Mr. Driver said that as far 
as the sloped parts of the site 
were concerned these lent 
themselves to stacked devel- 
opment and also under- 
ground parking. 

Councillor Barry Breadner 
said that before counci! could 
commit itself to any plan like 
this, they would need a 
dgsign brief which could be 
fitted into the town’s plan.

These lay in the area of 
transportation and highways, 
Coun.

would be to draw attention to 
the government that St. 
Albert was not just a small 
town on the outskirts of 
Edmonton. 

Councillor Barry Breadner 
favoured city status, because 
he felt the tangibles out- 
weighed the intangibles; St. 
Albert would have more clout 
in dealing with the provincial 
government and there would 
be advantages in acquiring 
regional type grants. 

There would be a greater 
share of transportation doll- 
ars, oo said Coun.

Is the $5.3 million Rec 
Complex what the residents 


really want 


On Wednesday, November 
Sth, notification was given to 
St. Albert residents that the 
town council has approved 
the $5.3 million recreational 
complex. 

I wonder how many St. 
Albert residents really do 
approve of this expensive 
venture in our community. 
Aren't our taxes high enough 
already? It was stated that $4 
a month was a pretty good 
club for St. Albert residents 
to be part of. Does everyone 
in St. Albert want to be part 
of this club? In this demo- 
cracy, don’t we all have a 
choice as to what we want to 
do in the way of recreation 
and entertainment as we 
wish? 

It would seem to me that 
we should have a joint 
agreement between the sch- 
ools and the town to make 
better use of our school 
auditoriums and gymnas- 
iums. They could be used to 
hold concerts, plays and or- 
ganized sports (badminton, 
volleyball, basketball and 
keep-fit programs) set up by 
the Parks and Recreation 
Board; for adults and stud- 
ents in the evenings, week- 
ends, and the holiday season 
when school is not in session. 
This is done by a lot of towns 
and communities in our 
surrounding areas and thr- 
oughout Alberta. 

1 feel we should make 
better use of our school 
facilities during weekends 
and holidays. Why should 
they be left vacant during 
those times when they are 
standing there readily avail- 
able? Perhaps, if the schools 
were in constant. use with 
various activities, at various 
times, there would be less 
vandalism which takes place 
because of idle hands and 
idie moments. 

Here, in St. Albert, about 
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the only thing the school 
gyms are used for are group 
organization meetings in the 
evenings and after school. 

What we really need is a 
new closed arena and cover- 
ed swimming pool near the 
schools. Perhaps the school 
districts would be willing to 
help out financially, if a joint 
agreement regarding use 
could be reached. In this 
way, the facilities could be 
used during school hours by 
the students and the Parks 
and Recreation could use 
them after school hours, 
weekends and holidays. 

The location of Fountain 
Park near Paul Kane High 
School would be ideal as it is 
within walking distance of six 
schools. The parking lot at 
Paul Kane could be used 
during the day for the school 
and by the citizens in the 
evenings for the arena and 
swimming pool. 

The Grade Two's have 
swimming lessons in May 
and June of each school year 
and must be bused to 
Grosvenor Park outdoor pool 
to attend. If they could walk 
to the pool for their lessons, 
we could cut down on some 
of our school taxes which 
covers part of the rental of 
school buses and payment of 
drivers for these extra trips 
taken. If the swimming could 
be done in a covered pool, it 
would be better attended and 
enjoyed by the students as 
the weather does not always 
co-operate during the swim- 
ming sessions at this outdoor 
pool. 

The location of the new 
recreational complex as cho- 
sen by the town council does 
not seem to be a very ideal 
site. It is not within walking 
distance of many of the 
residential areas, | wonder 
how many parents are going 
to allow their children to ride 


their bikes there to partake in 
the activities that are going 
to be offered, or are we going 
to have to drive them there 
like we drive them every- 
where. I, for one, will not 
allow my children to ride 
their bikes or walk along the 
highway until they come to 
the proposed overhead walk- 
way to cross over to the Rec. 
Complex. It is far too dan- 
gerous with all the traffic on 
the highway at all hours of 
the day. I realize that the 
overhead walkway across the 
highway will be of some 
help, but how does one get 
down to the walkway from 
the north part of town? The 
only route I can see is by the 
highway, or do we have to 
build another bridge over the 
Sturgeon river for the resi- 
dents from Braeside, Stur- 
geon, and Akinsdale to use 
without using the highway. 
Is the cost of the overhead 
walkway and the extra acc- 
esses to be provided as 
stated in the Gazette, in- 
cluded in that $5.3 million or 
will our taxes be raised again 
to cover this extra expen- 
diture? 

Come on, St. Albert citi- 
zens, what are your views 
about this great expenditure 
that we are forced into being 
a part of? 

Does anyone wonder about 
the apathy among the citi- 
zens here? Could it be that 
we have no say in anything 
the council decides on? I 
realize that we are invited to 
attend the council meetings

to voice our opinions or 
grievances on various things 
that are going on; but what 
good does it do us. It appears 
that few people do attend the 
meetings, but have you 
heard of the ‘silent majority’ 
when it comes to grievances 
that are voiced at these 
meetings. 

When we voted in our new 
mayor and council in 1973, 
they all promised that they 
would work together with us 
to make St. Albert a better 
community to live in; to set 
up boundary limits in re- 
gards to the size of the town; 
to keep our taxes down; and 
to maintain St. Albert asa 
town we could be proud to 
live in, - the oldest town in 
Alberta. Now, after two 
years of office, our taxes 
have increased yearly, the 
town has grown by leaps and 
bounds (it’s still growing 
more each year), and there’s 
talk of annexation to Ed- 
monton in the near future. 

Is this what we want? 

Council has already given 
this bylaw regarding the Re- 
creational Complex it’s first 
reading. If something is to be 
done to alter this situation, it 
has to be done now! That's 
before the second and third 
reading takes place. 

What do you say? Make 
your objections known to the 
mayor and council before it is 
too late!

REFLECTS 


If it could be proven or even demonstrated that St. Albert as 
a city rather than a town would be to operate on a balanced 
budget, and that taxes would come down, then the residents 
would undoubtedly back the mayor and five of his 
councillors in their bid for city status. Apparently the 
advantages have not been demonstrated to the satisfaction 
of Councillor Smith, who opposed the motion at Monday 
night’s meeting. 


The cities are also borrowing money - Edmonton only 
recently in eastern Canada. The cities also have single 
family areas where prices of homes are in the $65,000 range. 


As for ‘‘more-clout’’ St. Albert is still 20,000 compared to 
Edmonton’s 500,000 population. 


As for ‘‘jolting” the provincial government - presumably for 
more money - the timing is not all that good. The provincial 
government is determined to hold increased spending to 
their announced guidelines of 11 per cent or less. 
Depending on the rate of inflation this means if anything 
less funding for municipalities not more, be they cities or 
towns. 


If what council wants is more power - and more control - by 
getting out from under the town and village act, that is 
another question. Guidelines and regulations are more 
stringent as to borrowing power mainly, and certain other 
areas under the town and village act. 


There could also be a psychological reason behind this 
move. 


Would being a ‘‘City” prepare residents to accept more 
readily large increases in the growth of St. Albert as the 
Northwest Sector, Bellerose Park and other lesser 
developments proceed; to accept more high density units - 
town houses, condominiums, apartments and four-plexes? 
The proposition that more bodies will spread the cost of 
services over a wider tax base does not seem to hold true. 
More growth generates need for crime control, more public 
transportation, more fire protection, more recreation and 
other social services, and always more borrowing. 


There are those who say growth of cities cannot be stopped - 
and there is the ultimate example of New York. 


If it should happen that the residents request by petition « 
money plebiscite on the proposed Rec Complex, then 
perhaps a referendum could be held at the same time to 
determine how the residents feel about the town applying 
for city status.

Sensitive periods are cer- 
tain periods in life when 
possibilities of making men- 
tal acquisitions exist, which 
are less possible at other 
stages. During these periods 
the child. demonstrates UN- 
USUAL CAPABILITY for ac- 
quiring a particular skill and 
degree of competence. 

An example of a sensitive 
period for learning to write is 
between 32 - 4'/ years. 
Other sensitive periods with 
their approximate range are: 
[1] precise movement and 
co-ordination.- from 2'/ to 4; 
acquiring a sense of order 
from 1 - 32, and learning to 
read from 4 - 5 years. 

Education geared to the 
child’s specific needs thr- 


ough Specialized learning 
materials during these .sen- 
sitive periods. is. important. 
Because a function can be 
more. pertectly: established, 
or an ability can be acquifed 
in a‘more perfect manner, 
than when the transitory 
period is over. Once past 
these periods cannot be te- 
captured, in.the’view of Dr. 
Montessori. 

Sensory materials and 
exercises present qualities 
such as colour, form, dimen- 
sien,‘sound, texture, weight 
etcetera, in a graded tangible 
manner, enabling the child to 
analyse and classify these 
qualities. Montessori says 
“‘We cannot create observers 
by saying ‘observe,’ but by

giving them the power and 
means of observation. These 
means are procured through 
education of the senses. 
Montessori believed that 
the ‘child is a spiritual 
embryo - and that the 
teacher’s mission is to pre- 
pare the environment for the 
new child - the little messiah 
who will regenerate man. 
She believed also that if we 
are ever to have a world of 
peace, the NEW world must 
be built through a NEW 
education. That new educa- 
tion must develop a new kind 
of INDIVIDUAL who has 
learned he must grow into a 
responsible adult, who is 
**Master of Himself.”’

behind the camera.,”’ 

He never thought of going 
through the Iron Curtain 
either, because he had es- 
caped East Germany at the 
end of the war and didn’t 
know if the Communists 
would allow him to return to 
the West again. 

However, he was assured 


Jeff Rohmkopf, owrer-mechanic of St. Albert Auto Haus, 
saw his mother for the first time in 30 years last month.

that as a Canadian citizen, he 
need not fear being detained 
as an illegal border-crosser. 
Jeff was 13 years old when 
Dresden was bombed by the 
Allies in February, 1945, 

‘It was worse than the 
bombing in Hiroshima later 
that year,’’ Jeff said. ‘‘I 
remember running over bod- 
ies with no arms and legs in 
Grosser Garden across from 
my Dresden home and 
everybody was crying.’’ Over 
100,000 were killed. 

Jeff survived because he 
was in the basement of the 
apartment block he lived in. 
The next day he was riding 
on a tractor with other people 
fleeing the bombed city when 
a plane started strafing the 
road with machine gun 
bullets. ‘‘We all jumped off 
without even stopping the 
tractor,’’ he recalled. The 
next year he travelled back to 
the Dresden police station for 
information on where his 
father might be, The Rohm- 
kopf family knew he had 
been taken away by the 
Russians following the war. 

“The police locked me up 
in the station's basement -- 
for what reason -- I don’t 
know,"’ Jeif said. ‘*But I got 
out a window, hopped ona 
train and went as far west as 
1 could. 

‘During the night I walked 
through brush and met some 
soldiers in an American jeep 
the next morning.” 

Jeff worked in a West 
German coal mine before 
immigrating to Canada. He 
first thought of coming to 
Canada when a fellow-wor- 
ker was refused entry into 
the country because the man 
owed money. 

At the Canadian consulate, 
he was told the country was 
interested in farmers who 
wished to emigrate. Jeff said 
he was asked to identify 
about seven agricultural pro- 
ducts on a table such as 
wheat, corn, barley and rye. 
‘*The man testing me said I'd 
make a good Canadian 
farmer after | named them all 
correctly,’’ he said. 

Dresden has rebuilt since 
the war, but one still sees 
church steeples which were 
not levelled by the bombing. 
Jeff's mother has remarried 


{ and he mails her a food 


parcel every Christmas be- 
cause people over 65 years 
old do not have to pay duty 
tax in East Germany. 

‘‘East Germans are the 
friendliest people in the 
world,’’ Jeff said. ‘‘They 
ireat you like a king when 
you tell them you're from 


; Canada. Butit took me 2'2 


hours to get across the 
border. The customs people 
searched my car at 10 
different stops, even check- 
ing inside my gas tank with a 
mirror."’

tices to the aboriginal peo- 
ples of Canada one of the 
blots on Canadian history 
and someth ng that the 
Canadian public should be 
ashamed of. 

Addressing informed 
young people of Canada in 
particular, he said that one 
thing they could do against 
the past injustices was to 
attend study sessions like the 
one at Newman Theological 
College. 

Mr. Firth was born at the 


Mackenzie Delta community . 


of Fort McPherson. He had 
worked as a hunter, trapper, 
labourer, fur bailer, clerk 
and was four years a 
manager of a Hudson’s Bay 
outlet in the north. 

He has also been a 
broadcaster with the CBC in 
Yellowknife and Inuvik and 
in 1972 he was elected MP 
for his constituency, the 
largest in Canada, 1800 by 
1800 miles. 

He said that 400 years ago 
the native people had run 
Canada like a park, with no 
unemployment. 

**But since then, immi- 
gration policy has changed 
and we have more and more 
of these problems,”” he 
added amid laughter. 

Mr. Firth made no bones 
about the social and econ- 
omic problems facing the 
north and feared the possi- 
bility of violence. He referred 
to the dynamiting of the Hay 
River court house three years 
ago - the culprit for that has 
never been found and also 
some U.S. Air Force equip- 
ment in Hay River when 
Atlantic Richfield announced 
they were coming in for the 
oil. 

**Someone was trying to 
say something and saying it 
quite loudly." the MP 
commented. 

Mr. Firth commended the 
Federal Government for set- 
ting up the Berger Cornmis- 
sion which was now acting as 
a sounding board for the 
people of the north. 

He sai tha a major part 
of his platiorm n the last two 
Federal elections was the 
issue of native land rights. 
Until these are settled, Mir. 
Firth said he did not want 
any pipeline and that was the 


majority feeling among the 
native people's of the NWT. 


* ‘Now that there was the 


energy crisis and people 
were talking in terms of gas 
and.oil shortages, cil comp- 
anies were also talking of 
getting the gas and oil out of 
the Arctic with many of the 
large questions unanswered. 

“*T see many bad things 
happening and not all the tea 
in China will pay for the 
damage,"’ said Mr. Firth. He 
added that he was saddened 
by what he had seen happen 
in Alaska in the way of 
development, having just 
returned from a trip there. 
On that evidence he pointed 
out that he found it difficult 
to support a pipeline *‘in my 
part of the country.” 

He suggested that if the oil 
companies went ahead with 
their pipelines, they would 
not leave them lying about 
empty once all the oil and gas 
had been extracted. 

There was lots of cool clear 
water in Great Bear, Great 
Slave Lakes and also the 
Mackenzie River. This water 
might be needed, the MP 
suggested further, with sou- 
thern lakes and rivers be- 
coming so polluted, men- 
tioning that on one occasion 
the Hudson River burst into 
flames. 

Mr. Firth said there was 
along way to go before the 
NWT had true autonomy 
even though the majority of 
the present territorial council 
is native and elected rather 
than appointed from the 
south as in the past. That 
council can still be over-ruled 
from Ottawa. 

Mr. Firth also pointed out 
that there had been little 
evidence in the past of 
natives being hired to work 
en pipelines and when the 
Fort Liard pipeline went 
through, native people only 
did bush clearance work. 

Now. it was a far cry from 
the days when the Inuit and 
Loucheux people of the Mac- 
kenzie Delta were the richest 
natives in Canada. “Now it is 
the other way round.” said 
Mr. Firth. 

He was optimistic however 
for the political future of the 
NWT which was now reaping 
the benefits of having cap-

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Assigned case loads - the coming thitig for nurses ? 


The guest speaker at the 
St. Albert Nurses Interest 
Group on October 21, was 
Mrs, Evelyn Switzer from the 
Department of Research and 
Development at the Miser- 
icordia Hospital. She ex- 
plained the structure of the 
department and gave a 
synopsis of several research 
projects. 

An indepth discussion of 
the ‘‘Nurse Function Pro- 
ject’’ commenced by outlin- 
ing the aims: to study the 
role of the nurse, to develop 
standards of practice and to 
develop an educational pro- 
gram to facilitate communi- 
cation, adoption and utiliza- 
tion of the standards and role 
of the nurse. 

At present, patient care is 
fragmented and satisfying to 
neither patient or nurse. The 
public is demanding com- 
prehensive, individualized 
care and nursing must 
change to provide this per- 
sonalized care. The role of 
the nurse in this study was 


expanded, ard with in- 
creased respwasibility and 
accountability, the nurse 
would fird her job more 
gratifying, anu would have a 
commitment ‘vu continued 
learning to reach the ulti- 
mate goal cf improved 
patient care. 

Standards of practise were 
outlined to ii lude assess- 
ment, identiyication of pat- 
ient’s probleris, care plan, 
intervention, :vaJuation, re- 
vision, docunentation and 
communication.

Home Inspection 
checks fire safety 


More than a dozen St. 
Albert homeowners called 
the Fire Department for a 
home inspection during the 
past year, reported Deputy- 
Chief Fred Tetarenko. Res- 
ponding to the calls, fire- 
fighters checked basement 
furnaces and storage areas, 
kitchen appliance cords and 
safety around stoves. 

But they do not go into the 
private areas of homes 
unless requested, said the 
deputy-chief. Fire prevention 
activities are carried out year 
round, he said, not only 
during Fire Prevention We- 
ek, October 5S to 11. 

As the cold season app- 
roaches, the Fire Depart- 
ment suggests having home 
heating appliances serviced. 
It will save on heat costs or 
repairs, Deputy-Chief Tet- 
arenko said. 

‘‘And even if you clean 
your dryer’s lint catcher 
regularly,’’ he said, ‘‘fine 
lint dust escapes to the 
motor, causing it to overheat 
and burst into fire. By 
vacuuming lint fuzz from the 
dryer’s lint catcher and 


motor area every three to six 
months, fire is not going to 
catch in it. 

‘*We appreciate the co. 
operation given us during a 
home inspection, even if it is 
carried out in the evening. 
Homeowners ask us ques- 
tions such as how dangerous 
electric blankets are if left on 
during the day when no one 
is home.”’ 

Unless a wire is broken in 
the blanket’s circuit, there is 
little danger of fire, the 
deputy-chief said. He said 
the Fire Department never 
turns down a call for a home 
inspection, but makes sure it 
is done at the residents’ 
convenience. ‘Unfortunately 
some homes were missed 
because no one was home 
when we arrived,’’ he said. 

“Anyone wishing a home 
inspection may call 459-7021 
at the Fire Hall:’’ Deputy- 
Chief Tetarenko also sugg- 
ested that a lawnmower 
stored in the basement be 
drained dry, and reminds 
homeowners that a bylaw 
prohibits gasoline from being 
stored in a home.

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Selecting child care 
can be a problem 


The problerm of choosing 
quality care for their children 
is now facing manay people in 
our society. At present the 
Provincial Government is 
working on a revision of Day 
Care standards which will 
upgrade the level of care 
throughout the province. 

In St. Albert, the Day Care 
Society together with the 
Social Services Board share 
this concern about the level 
of care anej are working 
toward establishing the best 
possible care ffor the children 
of St. Albert . 

At presemt there is ore 
government subsidized day 
care in St. Albert servicing, 
35 children. A lengthy 
waiting list Gndicates that 
more space is needed and a 
primary comcern of the Day 
Care Society is to obtain 
more facilities. Alternatives 
include private home arr- 
angements or taking the 
child to privacte or subsidized 
day care centres in Edmon- 
ton. 

The Day Care Society 
suggests that the following 
guidelines wll be helpful to 
parents when choosing a 
method of care for their 
child. 


IS IT LECENSED? 

Licensing by the Homes 
and Institu®ions Branch of 
the Provincial Department of 
Social Services and Com- 
munity Hea!th assures you 
that mininyurm requirements 
have been Satisfied.

If cBnoosing care ina 
private home, the National 
Guidelines for the Devel- 
opment of Day Care Services 
for children suggests not 
more thi: five children per 
primary staff person, with no 
more than two infants 
including the familys own 
preschool children.

In choosing a day care 
centre Or mursery, ask your- 
self the foBlowing: Is there a 
close warm feeling between 
the adult and the child? and 
do the adults show a real 
understameing of children, 
liking therm as they are?

Js there a rich collection of 
creative materials, and a 
generous supply of blocks 
with plenty of space for 
children to build? 

Is there room to display 
objects of science interest 
such as a magnifying glass, 
seeds, and growing things 
and are there pets to look 
after. 

Are there musical instru- 
ments available and are 
there books available at all 
times with table space and 
chairs. 

Doe:. the playground pro- 
vide for really sticnuous play 
with boxes and boards for 
building? 


PRIVATE HOME CARE 

Check for safety as to fire 
hazards and that medicines 
and other dangerous chemi- 
cals, and that unsafe objects 
are out of reach of children. 
The home should also pro- 
vide a healthy, clean envir- 
onment. 


LOOK AT THE CHILDREN 

Are they moving freely 
about, choosing their own 
activities? Is ther a happy 
hum of childrens voices? Are 
they encouraged to use their 
own ideas a‘id solve their 
own proble:ns? Is_ there 
space for floor play and do 
they play strenuously out- 
doors? 


THE PROGRAM 

Programs should be de- 
signed to support all dimen- 
sions of the child’s devel- 
opment. Be certain that the 
service you choose has 
assumed its responsibility of 
providing experiences which 
invite a child’s interest, 
stimulate his creativity and 
satisfy his desire to explore 
and discover. 


CHECK NUTRITION 

The importance of ade- 
quate nutrition for preschool 
children is paramount. Wi- 
thout it, children cannot take 
full advantage of oppor- 
tunities offered them. Your 
child care workers should

Legion quietly helps 
veterans in need 


Most people are aware of 
the Royal Canadian Legion 
when Remembrance Day is 
observed November 11. But 
the poppy in their lapel does 
not remind them of the 
legion’s efforts to take care 
of war wiiews, disabled and 
destitute veterans. 

**We also seek out veter- 
ans who are not legionnaires 
-- just to see if they are in 
need of assistance,’’ said 
Wally Swenarchu -, secre- 
tary-treasurer of RCL St. 
Albert Branck No. 271. 

Three months ago, the 
local legion found a 65 year 
old World War Two veteran 
living west of Lake Isle who 
was applying for old age 
pension. ‘‘His family broke 
up when he’ was overseas,’ 
said Mr. Swenarchuk, ‘‘and 
it never got together again 
when he returned home from 
the war.
